Claims 16-18 and 21-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Linkner, Jr. in view of Honobe et al. 

Linkner shows a mounting apparatus for a brake control unit including three 
mounting points. The center of the bracket 12 is read as the support structure with three 
L shaped members integrally connected thereto. Linkner does not disclose a reservoir. 
Honobe et al teach a mounted brake control unit which includes a reservoir. It would 
have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the ad at the time the invention was made 
to have used the Linkner apparatus to mount a unit such as that of Honobe et al, which 
can reasonably be described as mounting a reservoir. 

Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not deemed to be 
persuasive. It is true that Linkner does not discuss isolating a reservoir from torsional 
stresses. However, Linkner shows the same mounting structure in the same 
environment as the claimed device and the issue is whether it is inherent to Linkner 
that the recited function will be performed. It is clear that the Linkner structure is capable 
of isolating the brake components thereof from torsional stresses, since it is the same 
as applicant's. Mounted in a vehicle, it is likely that torsional stress will be present. The 
Examiner's opinion is that the claimed subject matter is inherent to Linkner. 

As to the new claims, the Linkner apparatus can be fairly described as separate 
parts integrally connected.
